together to perfect the thermometer 


The residents of Interna- 
tional Falls, Minnesota 
must have been outraged. 
The town that takes great 
pride in being called “Ameri- 
ca’s icebox” was being 
spurned by the nation’s 
media. The problem was 
simple: International Falls 
just wasn’t cold enough. It 
was “only” 43 degrees below 
zero. 

Down the road in Tower, 
Minnesota it was really 
frigid. The temperature 
dropped to an astounding 60 
degrees below zero. Interna- 
tional Falls had been 
replaced as “America’s ice- 
box". Tower, Minnesota now 
was the coldest spot in the 
United States. 

That -60 degree reading 
Was recorded on the Fahren- 
heit scale but it could just 
as easily been -60 degrees 
Celsius. When the tempera- 
ture falls below -30 both 
scales are the same. Yet, 
frigid temperatures are the 
only area that the two scales 
share in common. They are 
as different as the men who 
invented them. 

Daniel Gabriel Fahrenheit 
was a remarkable man --a 
self-trained physicist and 
instrument maker. He spent' 
his days traveling through- 
out Europe meeting and con- 
ferring with other scientists. 

In 1708, he ran into Olaus 
Roemer, who had invented a 
new thermometer. Roemer’s 
thermometer worked - it did 
measure the temperature - 


In Florida, 20 percent of 
children under two years of 
age are not fully immunized 
for basic childhood diseases. 
You ask...how could this be 
true? I’m old enough to 
remember (and maybe you 
are too) the hovering scare 
and threat of the crippling 
disease called polio back in 
the 1940's and 1950's. When 
Dr. Jonas Salk developed the 
vaccine, it was an answer to 
prayer. It seems, however, in 
this day and time, many par- 
ents take for granted all the 
vaccinations that are'avail- 
able to their children, dnd 
conveniently "forget" to have 
the children immunized prop- 
erly. Their complacency can 
be fatal for their children. 

Callup poll showed that 
nearly half of parents do not 
realize that, polio is a conta- 
gious disease, or that measles 
can cause mental retardation, 
or that tetanus can lead to 
fatal paralysis. Even though 
95% of children are immu- 
nized by the time they enter 
school, toddlers and infants 
are not getting the protection 
they need. All the afor-men- 
tioned diseases still pose a 
very great threat without 
proper and timely vaccina- 
tion.

but the scale he devised was 
a bit odd. Water boiled at 60 
degrees on Roemer’s ther- 
mometer and froze at 7.5 
degrees. 

Roemer’s scale obviously 
needed a lot of work so 
Fahrenheit started to tinker. 
Fahrenheit took the temper- 
ature of a mixture of ice 
water and salt as the low 
point on his temperature 
scale and the human body as 
the high point. The space 
between he divided into 96 
degrees. The freezing point 
of water became 32 degrees 
and the boiling point was set 
at 212 degrees on Fahren- 
heit’s scale. 

Still, there were problems- 
not with the scale but with 
the contents of the ther- 
mometer. The alcohol ther- 
mometer just wasn’t stable 
enough. Fahrenheit-the self- 
taught physicist and instru- 
ment maker-began experi- 
ments with different liquids. 
Instead of alcohol, Fahren- 
heit used mercury in his 
thermometer. It worked and 
the rest is weather history. 

Anders Celsius, on the oth- 


A vaccine is a preparation 
containing the weekened or 
*killed" microorganisms that 
cause a specific disease. 
When these substances are 
injected or taken orally, the 
body stimulates the immune 
system to produce the neces- 
sary defenses against a par- 
ticular disease. Occasionally, 
because of the organisms 
introduced into the body, 
adverse reactions to vaccines 
may occur, but they are usu- 
ally mild. Serious reactions 
are rare. In fact, the Ameri- 
can Academy of Pediatrics 
maintains that the risk a 
child faces if he or she gets 
one of these dangerous child- 
hood diseases are far greater 
than the risk of complications 
from taking a vaccine. 

To stay healthy, your child 
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er hand, was a bona fide sci- 
entist trained in mathemat- 
ics and astronomy. He spent 
most of his life in celestial 
pursuits-studying the auro- 
ra borealis, determining the 
shape of the earth's poles 
and attempting to figure out 
the magnitude of the starts 
in the constellation Aires. 

Yet, he found time to 
experiment with Fahren- 
heit's temperature scale. 
Celsius wanted to simplify 
the scale so he established 
the boiling point of water at 
zero degrees and the freez- 
ing point at 100 degrees. A 
few years after his death, 
his associates at the Univer- 
sity of Uppsala, reversed his 
scale to create the present 
standard-freezing at zero 
degrees, boiling at 100. 

Today, Anders Celsius 
scale is the most popular 
way to measure the temper- 
ature. The Celsius scale is 
used in just about every 
country of the world except 
the United States. There 
was a movement to change 
to the metric system back in 
the 1970's but it was a 
movement that didn't last 
very long. 

The residents of Tower, 
Minnesota probably don't 
care what scale is used to 
measure the temperature. 
On both the Fahrenheit and 
Celsius scale it was still 60 
degrees below zero in Tower, 
Minnesota.

In addition, a vaccine 
against Chicken Pox has 
recently been approved by the 
FDA, and is recommended to 
be given to babies between 12 
and 18 months of age, and to 
all children, adolescents and 
yung adults who have not 
already been infected. 

So, parents, it is up to you. 
Make and keep regular 
appointments with your 
child's pediatrician or local 


health department to insure 


that your child is getting all 
the'vaccines he or she needs 
at the proper time.

Governor Lawton Chiles' 
hospital stay last summer 
should alert us to the need to 
amend Florida's constitution. 
As it now stands there is dan- 
gerously little direction in our 
constitution as to how the state 
should proceed if our governor 
becomes unable to serve as 
chief executive, either through 
suffering a physical breakdown 
or due to a crippling mental 
disease. 

Crises like Watergate that 
threaten the legitimacy of a 


' representative. government 


reveal the strengths and weak- 
nesses of governmental struc- 
ture'under great pressure. 
Such emergencies are exceed- 
ingly rare events in America 
but could occur if a political 
chief executive (for example, 
our nation's president or a 
state governor) became dis- 
abled but was unwilling to 
relinquish power, either as a 
permanent measure or for a 
temporary period of treatment 
and restoration. 

For example, suppose a gov- 
ernor of our state began to con- 
duct himself strangely, and to 
exhibit unusual behavior and 
to sluggishly perform a limited 
number of official duties. (all 
the while doing nothing dan- 
gerous or unethical or illegal.) 
Article 4, section 3 (b) of the 
Florida Constitution directs 
that four cabinet members may 
notify the state supreme court 
by a "written suggestion" that 
the governor is unfit to per- 
form the duties of public office 
due to his mental or physical 
impairment. 

The state supreme court 
would then determine the gov- 
ernor's alleged "incapacity to 
govern." 

How would it make its deter- 
mination? 

We don't know. 

Would the state supreme 
court act as a kind of trial 
court? 

Probably. We're not sure, 
What evidence would it con-

Is "incapacity to govern" a 
standard comparable to "lack- 
ing the capacity to manage 
property and meet essential 
health and safety require- 
ments" as Florida's guardian- 
ship law states? Might a per- 
son be legally unfit to adminis- 
ter state business and yet not 
need a guardian for personal 
affairs? 

We have no idea. 

If a governor's actions (or 
inactions) raise serious con- 
cerns about his mental or 
physical condition but he refus- ` 
es to voluntarily step aside, the 
responsibility to force the issue 
lies with the cabinet. If a 
majority of cabinet officers file 
“written suggestion” of guber- 
natorial incapacity with the 
state supreme court and the 
governor opposes the cabinet, 
we could witness.a genuine 
state constitutional crisis. The

The Georgia model is not 
perfect.

If Floridians want the Flori.

Georgia model (Art. 5, Sec. 4, 
Par. 2 of its Constitution) offers 
several desirable features, 
Alternatively, our legislature 
could borrow and adapt provi-

be empowered to carry out’a 
constitutionally-mandated 
duty with no rules, guidelines 
or parameters of inquiry. No 
minimum threshold of evi- 
dence is required, not even 
medical or psychiatric testimo- 
ny. 

Article 4, section 3(b) of the 
Florida Constitution should be 
amended. It could be addressed 
by the Constitutional Revision 
Commission in 1997, but the 
legislature should consider the 
issue during the 1996 session. 
The legislature must take 
charge of this issue because 
this subject matter lacks the 
popular news appeal enjoyed 
by issues such as term limita- 
tion. 

What should they. consider?
